Intelligence School 'Weekly Report 
20 June through 26 June 1956 


1. Plans for the additional week of instruction covering 
'“The American Heritage” are proceeding. We have discarded two 
possible themes t direst rebuttal of Communist doctrine} and lines 
cf persuasion and argument directed to a neutral, unccna'a.tted 
foreigner. We have developed four alternate themes ter this in- 
struction, as follows* 

(a) The Elements of National Powers ‘Ibis would enbsud 
the second week's theme bask into the first week, and would 
deal with elements of American ideals and beliefs ao elements 
of national cower. 

(b) Historical Surveys A panoramic review of American 
development as a nation. 

(c) Major American Ideas and Ideals? This encroach 
would take up in sequence four or five major themes (net 
dogmas) and examine their significance for the American 
civilisation. For examples Western Democracy's its major 
meaning, objectives, and trends. Another examples ^t he 
problem ox freedom and discipline for the individual. 

(d) The Current American Scenes A contemporary survey^ 
of cultural arid physical attributes of the United States and 
American society. 

Preliminary discussion with I | indicates that the ^ 

examination of ideas snd ideals. Item (c) , oxfers the most promise 
and should be developed more fully . We are proceeding tc do so. 

2. The response to the announcement in the Bulletin of the 
availability of Father Hayden's lecture outlines was very strong.
